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SELECTMEN'S REPORT - 1987 


The past year was particularly demanding of the time and 
energies of Town Officials - both elected and appointed. 

During the summer with the assistance of a State/Federal 
matching grant, the Town was able to implement plans for 
additional parking and a picnic area at the Naskeag Town Landing. 
These improvements, including a paved and expanded parking area, 
a small park and a picnic area adjacent to the beach, and a post and 
rail perimeter fence, were completed successfully and on sechedule. 
The new parking area with space for some 30 vehicles provides 
much needed off-street parking and should alleviate the congestion 
that has become an increasing problem and inconvenience. The 
addition of a recreation area with picnic tables and park benches 
also should take pressure off the landing area. As is evident in the 
photo on the cover of this report, the Naskeag Town Landing is now 
both attractive and functional. Improvements at the Town Landing 
and the Town Athletic Field are a source of civic pride and 
enjoyment. 

With the assistance of a second matching grant from the State 
Planning Office, preliminary engineering plans for a proposed boat 
launching ramp and town pier at the Naskeag Town Landing have 
been completed. Since matching construction funds will not be 
available in 1988, however, the earliest development could be 
implemented would be 1989-90. 

The year was not without controversy. What had begun two 
years earlier aS a well-intentioned effort to explore ways and 
means of upgrading and expanding the Union School facilities, 
turned into an unfortunate and sharply divisive dispute not only 
between towns but within Brooklin itself. At a November 7 
referendum on funding the proposed construction project, the 
proposal was defeated in Brooklin in an unprecedented voter 
turnout. The proposal subsequently was withdrawn from further 
consideration when it was not possible to extend the buy/sell option 
on the proposed site beyond the end of 1987. Meanwhile, in view of 
the mounting controversy over the proposal , both towns appointed 
School Study Committees to explore alternatives should the 
referendum be turned down and/or either town subsequently vote to 
dissolve the Union. 

The Board of Selectmen continue efforts to bring about 
changes in the School funding (subsidy) formula which is presently 


based entirely on the State Valuation (i.e. the State's valuation of 
the town's real estate). Under the present arrangement Brooklin 
has the dubious distinction of being one of the few towns in the 
entire State that receive no school funding. In appearances before 
task forces and study committees, the Selectmen have appealed 
Brooklin's case, challenged the basing of school funding exclusively 
on the State Valuation, and argued that the present practice is 
discriminatory and inequitable. Brooklin's 1988 State Valuation 
(the basis for education subsidy and County Tax) increased 10% 
over 1987 from $40,250,000 to $44,450,000. The Property 
Tax Division has indicated that on current sales data Brooklin's 
State valuation is expected to be substantially higher by 1989. 

As part of the continuing program to upgrade Town roads, a 
one-half mile section of Flye Point Road from the Harriman Point 
Road intersection extending easterly toward the blueberry field has 
been rebuilt. The sections of the Harriman Point Road, Town House 
Road, Hales Hill Road, and Old County Road that were rebuilt last 
year have been sand-sealed and Hales Wood Road has been repaved. 
Upkeep and maintenance continued on all Town roads throughout 
most of the year. | 

Anyone contemplating any land use that may be affected by the 
Site Plan Review Ordinance, State Subdivision Law, Shoreland 
Zoning Ordinance and the Minimum Lot Size Ordinance, should 
present their proposals to the Planning Board for prior approval 
before undertaking work. 

The proposed budget for 1988 reflects a 5% increase in 
municipal expenditures over 1987, the loss of Federal Revenue 
Sharing notwithstanding. The School Budget is estimated to be about 
10% over last year. Since 1981, your Selectmen have succeeded in 
holding the mill rate at or under $10 per $1,000 valuation by 
Submitting bare bone budget recommendations for your 
consideration. Just as budget cuts reduce the mill rate, additions 
increase the share of taxes you pay. 

On behalf of the Town, the Board of Selectmen take this 
opportunity to extend appreciation to Carroll Kane for his years of 
faithful and conscientious service as Fire Chief. The Board also 
extends the Town's appreciation to George Fowler for his years of 
service aS member and Chairman of the Planning Board. Finally, 
his fellow-Selectmen salute retiring Selectman Edmund Williams, 
and extend the Town's appreciation for his many years of dedicated 
service as Selectman, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor.

PLANNING BOARD MEETING - Jan. 15, 1987, Town Office, 
Fable) le eiaay 

In order to bring the Planning Board's proposed two 
Ordinances before the voters at the March 7,1987 Town Meeting, a 
Hearing was held on this date. Scantily attended (The Board, 
Selectmen, Clerk, two residents and a reporter), discussion was 
light. 

1. The Site Plan Review Ordinance currently charges 
applicants a $1 fee for every $1,000 of development costs. This 
fee standard proved inordinately high for the Viking Fish Farm 
Project in 1985 but has been criticized because it would not 
usually generate enough money to check into low-cost, but 
environmently hazardous projects. Last year's voters turned down 
an amendment requiring a $50 plus "identifiable costs" fee for a 
Planning Board review. The new amendment will charge applicants 
$25 plus an additional $1 per $1,000 in development costs. 
Maximum fee to be $1,000. 

2. The Shoreland Zoning amendment is necessitated by State 
Law changes in the past year which prohibit "accessory" structures 
within the 75' shoreland set back. Previously, the Ordinance spoke 
of "Principal Structures" only. Fences and structures which 
require direct access to the water as an operative necessity (i.e. 
piers, docks and retaining walls) are exempted from the new 
set-back regulations. 

The Board had been told that failure to update the Town 
Ordinance would render it invalid and State Law would take over.

NEW SCHOOL - Feb. 4, 1987, Brooklin Jr. High, 7:00 p.m. 

Gary Leighton, Supervisor-Consultant of School Finance for 
the Dept. of Education, appeared to discuss and explain the financing 
for the proposed new Brooklin-Sedgwick K-8 School estimated at a 
cost of $2,380.00. The total cost, including interest over 15 
years, was estimated at $4,026,039 ($1,589,767 for Brooklin 
and $2,436,272 for Sedgwick) with the State paying 
approximately 80% of the total. Brooklin's local share was 
estimated at $355,950 and Sedgwick's $211,500 over the 15 
years. Mr. Leighton explained the State construction formula and 
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defined the terms (insured value factor, circuit breaker, etc.) that 
apply. In response to questions, Mr. Leighton indicated that each 
town is responsible for its share of the bond commitment. In the 
first year Brooklin’s share under the circuit breaker would be 
$23,720 and Sedgwick's $14,100. He stated, however, that the 
town's annual share is not fixed and varies with the State valuation. 
Other variables cited are changes in the law, changes in the insured 
value factor, and any changes between now and when construction 
actually takes place.

3. Penalty: Whoever violates any provision of this Ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine as provided by Title 2, MRSA 
section 6671, subsection 9. 
4. Effective Date. The Ordinance becomes effective 
immediately after its adoption by this municipality, provided 
a certified Copy as approved by the Commissioner is filed 
with the Commissioner within 7 days of enactment.

Evelyn Gray and 
Hugh Bowden consulted and drew up a suggested revision of 
the Article which did not pass. 

Arnold Hanson suggested that the Town would be best 
served by removing the redundancy of the present Article 
which was done, i.e. "of any Real Estate acquired by the Town 
for non-payment" (repetition deleted). 

Hugh Bowden asked whatever happened to our ill-fated 
Salmon Farm project? Arnold Hanson, "We received a 
Christmas card from the firm's lawyer who assurred us aill 
systems are go - the project is still on."

The results of the "non-binding" straw vote were 82 NO 
(against); 79 YES (approved) with a total of 161 ballots 
cast. The balloting was done (check lists, ballot clerks, etc.) 
after the public hearing was completed. (Sedgwick's morning 
ballot resulted in 105 YES; in favor of the proposal and 5 NO 
with a total of 110 ballots cast). 

Chairman of the Joint Board Nada Lepper opened the 
Hearing with a short summary of the information included in 
the fact sheet circulated prior to the vote outlining the 
project's history, funding mechanism and the reasons why 
the new school is needed, i.e. handicapped access, staff time 
wasted in travel, lack of space, etc. 

Architect Don Lewis (using colored views of the school 
held up before the assembly) described the 24,000 sa. ft. 
building to be sited at the northern end of a 16 acre lot, 
which would be tucked into the slope to minimize visual 
impact. Its driveway would cross a "seasonal" stream by use 
of a culvert instead of a bridge. There would be a small 
footpath across the brook to the athletic field. Lewis 
described that because of soil conditions, 2 leach fields would 
be needed across the stream from the building (effluent will 
pass through culvert and pipes will be buried below frost 
line). 

Elwood Carter, "Two separate leach fields? Why?" 
(Cost $60,000). Lewis responded that 2 would be necessary 
because the State requires a 2,000 gal. per day capacity. One 
that large would require a 300' set back from a stream. By 
having 2 smaller fields these need only be 100’ from the 
stream. Lewis said the Dept. of Health Engineering had 
approved the location. 

Mr. Lewis defended the triangular classrooms as more 
interesting with better visibility, than the standard shape 
and assured a questioner that the water supply would be 
15-20 gals a minute with a back-up storage tank. 

The school will be brick and clapboard with a single ply 
membrane roof (with a 1 1/2' to 2' slope) ballasted by 
gravel. The building following the contours of the land will 
be built on three levels providing 3 separate classroom areas 
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- primary, elementary and junior high. Ramps. will 
accommodate the 2 1/2' between levels. 

Supt. Crowley said 170-175 students are to enter 
school next fall but projections are that enrollment may be 
235 in 5 years. The new school could accommodate 250 if 
all rooms are utilized (with exception of project & resource 
rooms). 

Statements were made by School Board members in 
closing. Sedgwick's Margaret Bixby "So much potential" 
(new school); Maureen Heath said there was a great need for 
additional space; " If you think we're tight on space today, 
how much more so in 5 years with incoming families." Nada 
Lepper spoke of need for something better; "playgrounds too 
muddy, physical ed teacher must haul her gear with her by 
car from school to school." 

Harry Hopkins said he thought each Town should have 
its own school facility. Elwood Carter said his position had 
not changed, "There is no question we need more room, but we 
haven't had a chance to look into other options. | won't be 
satisfied until we do."

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REFERENDUM HEARING 


The Hearing on the Proposed K-8 Elementary School 
Referendum was held at Brooklin Junior High School on Saturday, 
October 24 at 1:00 p.m. Chairman Hanson outlined the Referendum 
background: | 

1977 - Sedgwick-Brooklin agreed to share operational costs 
for K-8 on 50/50 cost basis. 

1981 - Union School Agreement more equitably placed 
funding on a per pupil basis. 

1985 - Selectmen of Brooklin-Sedgwick began a process to 
explore options for additional classroom space to meet future needs 
and State-mandated requirements. 

1986, November 1 - At Special Town Meetings the two towns 
voted funds for preliminary architectural studies on up to three 
sites. (Brooklin's share was $5,505.) Brooklin vote 100 YES, 61 
NO. 

1987, June - State Board of Education approved the 
architect's concept design for building a proposed new K-8 Union 
School in Sedgwick. June 13, 1987 Brooklin Straw vote on new 
school proposal resulted in a paper ballot of 82 AGAINST, 79 
APPROVED the project. 

Mr. Hanson stated the cost of the building is to be 
$2,383,000 of which Brooklin would underwrite a bond issue for 
$1,041,371. The total cost including interest over 15 years is 
estimated at $3,710,936 of which the State pays 80% to 85%. 
Brooklin's total local share over 15 years is estimated at 
$362,250 vs $240,750 for Sedgwick. Brooklin's annual share is 
projected at $24,150; Sedgwick's is $16,050, subject to such 
variables as changes in law, the State valuation,. interest rates, 
population shifts and building costs. 

In June a petition was filed calling for Brooklin's withdrawal 
from the Union Agreement which will result in an article in the 
Town Meeting warrant. If November's referendum is voted 
affirmatively, Brooklin would be committed to its share of the 
funding for the full 15 years even if, at the March 1988 Town 
Meeting, Brooklin votes to withdraw from the Union. 

"| can understand why Sedgwick wants a facility they 
presently lack, and why Sedgwick would like Brooklin to share the 
cost of building it in Sedgwick. | can understand that the architect 
would prefer to develop a major new project than adapt an existing 
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small one. What | don't understand is, why it's in Brooklin's best 
interests, without having considered adding to and up-grading the 
assets it has, to literally throw them away." 

"With the national economy in serious trouble as reflected in 
the unprecedented turmoil in the financial markets, | don't see this 
as the best of times for Brooklin to be incurring long-term 
indebtedness in the belief that the State will continue picking up 
80-85% of the tab over 15 years. Realistically, the Towns, not 
the State, are committing themselves to the bonded indebtedness. So 
long as successive State Legislatures are able to do so, we can 
reasonably assume they will continue appropriating a State share of 
construction costs. But we have to recognize it isn't assured, which 
is why the Dept. of Education lists changes in the law as a variable." 

Criticism of the school study ‘what if’ Committees formed 
just 6 weeks before referendum was made and of the Selectmen's 
position. 

Questions were asked as to why alternatives had not been 
thoroughly explored, especially an addition to present Junior High. 
Supt. Crowley said he, Don Lewis and Soil Surveyor walked the area 
(behind school) found only one area suitable for septic system far 
from present building. Architect Lewis thought it would cost more 
to up-grade or build two separate buildings than to build the new 
K-8. The site selection Committee had requested that the school be 
sited in the geographic center of the two towns. 

The question about the State's ability to meet present 
commitment of an 80% subsidy was raised. Edmund Williams spoke 
of the State sometimes changing their rules, "back in the 70's the 
State came up short, so they turned back 7 miles of highway (which 
they'd helped support) to the town to take care of. We have no 
assurances." 

Joel White thought it highly unlikely that the State would 
renege. "They fund schools all over the state." Crowley affirmed 
that the State has always lived up to its share. They (the State) 
would not fund any schools rather than renege on those already 
committed. 

John Green asked the Selectmen if they supported the School 
Union. The Selectmen's answer, "Yes, we've always supported the 
Union."

SPECIAL REFERENDUM SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION 
held at Brooklin Town House - November 7, 1987 


ARTICLE 1 - To elect a moderator : 


At 12:45 p.m. the Clerk opened the meeting by asking for 
moderator nominations. Gary Wilson was the only name put 
forward and he was unanimously chosen by paper ballot. He 
was immediately sworn in, as were the four ballot Clerks, 
Arlene Smith, Marjorie Teachout, Mary Farquhar and 
Clarence Bridges. Moderator gaveled the opening of the polls 
promptly at 1:00. 


ARTICLE 2 - Shall the Board of Selectmen and the Town of Brooklin 


be authorized to issue bonds or notes in the name of the Town 
for school construction purposes in an amount not to exceed 
One Million Forty One Thousand Three Hundred and Seventy 
One Dollars ($1,041,371.00) to pay the Town of Brooklin's 
share of the cost of constructing and equipping a new K-8 
Union Schoo! to be located on the Arthur Cousins lot on the 
northwesterly side of Route 172 in the Town of Sedgwick to 
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be operated under the Union School Agreement with the Town 
of Sedgwick, and to expend the sum of $683 from the Town's 
unappropriated surplus to cover the Town's share of site 
acquisition costs in excess of the amount approved for site 
acquisition by the State Board of Education. 

1. The entire additional cost of the new project during 
its first two years shall be borne by revenue raised by the 
Towns of Brooklin and Sedgwick. 

2. The estimated amount of Brooklin's share of the 
additional operating costs during each of the first two years of 
operation is $4,370. 

3. The Town of Brooklin shall be responsible for the 
local share of debt service allocation on the bonds or notes 
issued under this article to be calculated in accordance with 
state law. The sum of $683.00 for the additional site 
acquisition costs shall be paid entirely from local funds 
without State participation and shall not be included in the 
Town's debt service allocation for purposes of calculating 
State subsidy for debt service. 

4. As part of the school construction project approved 
by the State Board of Education, the Sedgwick Primary 
School, the Brooklin Elementary, the Brooklin Junior High 
School and the Reach Road School will be replaced by the 
Union School to be constructed in Sedgwick. 

Brooklin Board of Selectmen recommends against adoption 3-0. 
Brooklin School Committee recommends against adoption 2-1 
absent. 

Results of the voting after the polls closed at 6:00 p.m. and ballots 
were counted: Total of 445 ballots cast, the largest turnout 
in Brooklin history. YES 197, NO 247, 1 void ballot 

Sedgwick voted YES 257, NO 42 in favor of the project but a 
positive vote was required in both towns in order for the 
School Project to go forward.

1987 saw a continuance of developmental growth in our town. Many 
surrounding towns passed mortariums with respect to new subdivisions. As yet, 
we have not been presented with a major subdivision application.

During the year we welcomed new member Jeff Steele and wish to thank our 
retiring chairman George Fowler for his unselfish service to the community. 

The Board met 13 times during 1987 andissued 12 shoreland zoning permits. 
We did not issue any subdivision permits but at this time three applications are 
under review. 

We remind all citizens that the Planning Board meets the first Thursday of 
each month at 7:00 p.m. at the Brooklin Town House. All meetings are open to 
the public.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This past year was an unusually quiet one with only 22 alarms. We had one structure 
fire call where lightning had struck the first floor of the WoodenBoat student house, 
causing an estimated $500 in damage to the building. We were called to eight chimney 
fires and responded to six mutual aid requests to surrounding towns. 

In March Carroll Kane resigned as Fire Chief, but said he would remain an active 
member in the Department. We would all like to thank Chief Kane for a great job and 
for substantial improvements he made in the Department during his seven and a half 
years. . 

Training continues every second and fourth Tuesday of each month. In May and June 
Mathew Allen and Patrick Needham attended and completed an 80 hour Fire Fighter I 
course in Ellsworth sponsored by the Hancock County Fire Fighters Association. I want 
to thank them for spending five weekends of their time for such a worthwhile course. 
In February ten members completed a Forest Fire Fighting course given by the Maine 
Forest Service. In June six members ent through the forest fire simulator that was set 
up at the Ellsworth Fire Station. 


The Maine State Legislature has recently passed a law stating that “People engaging 
in out of door burning shall produce the permit issued, on demand of authorized persons 
including any law enforcement officer.” Anyone burming outside is legally required to 
obtain a wnitten permit from Gerald Gray, Carroll Kane or Michael Allen. 

I want to thank all members for their attendance at meetings and response to fires, 
and the community for their support this past year.

Department. This 1987-1988 report includes enroliment, financial data, and 
information on the status of the schools.

There is one secondary special education student from Sedgwick attending 
Willowhouse School in Bucksport at an annual tuition rate of $5500. 

The tuition rate at Deer Isle-Stonington Jr./Sr. High School is $2959 for 
Grades 9-12 and $6160 for special education students. The tuition rate at George 
Stevens Academy is $3181. These rates are set by the receiving schools with the 
State secondary average determining the maximum cost for high schools. 

I would like to make special note of some areas where the budget is increased 
over the 1987-1988 school year. First, we have agreed toa contract with teachers 
that provides for approximately a 5% increase over the current year. 

Second, some additional part-time positions have been included in this 
budget. Because of the difficulty in operating four schools, we have included 
an extra day a week for both the physical education teacher and for the music 
teacher. We are also attempting to increase the time of the speech therapist, and 
have included a hafl-time person to operate and supervise a program for gifted

and talented youngsters. This position results from a requirement of the law that 
this program be incvluded in the school curriculum. A committee of staff and 
school committee members have prepared a five-year plan to address the neeeds 
of these children. We are also proposing an additional special education teacher. 
The present teacher is working at four buildings and as a result, leaves some 
special education students unattended by a certified teacher at the Jr. High. The 
new person would provide for those children at that building, as well as those 
who are transported there because of the severity of their handicap. This 
position, along with the teacher of the gifted and talented and the speech 
therapist, are included in the special education budget. 

Third, the Union school committee has agreed to employ a director of student 
services. Theprimary function of this person will be to oversee special education 
in the Union which will free teachers of much of the paperwork burden and allow 
them to work directly with students more of the time. 

The space needs of the district still exist and will need the cooperation of all 
public officials and other citizens in coming to a satisfactory solution. 

I would like to thank the citizens of Brooklin and Sedgwick for their support 
of the children and the school programs. The school committee and administra- 
tion will continue to do their very best to accomplish the mission of the schools.

Headmaster’s Report 
George Stevens Academy 


To: Superintendents Crowley, Curtis, Hall and Turcotte; School 
Committees of Blue Hill, Brooklin, Brooksville, Castine, Orland, 
Penobscot, Sedgwick and Surry; Trustees; interested citizens 


This fall 345 students enrolled, setting an all-time high record. We now 
have students from eight towns, including a sizeable group from Orland for the 
first time. Both the number of students and the geographic area we serve 
continue to grow. 

Results reported to us this fall once again placed Stevens’ juniors among 
the top scorers statewide in the Maine Educational Assessment testing. Overall, 
Stevens’ showing was very strong with a perfect 400 in the reading section. 

Post-secondary school placementalso remained high with 72% of June’s 
graduates enrolling in vocational schools or colleges spread across the country. 
They were helped by 68 separate scholarship awards totalling $34,850 pre- 
sented at commencement. A new scholarship award has just been announced: 
The Edwin J. Smith Memorial Scholarship. It is endowed by a $50,000 gift to 
Stevens and will be awarded for the first time this coming June.

Highlights of this year include our band’s appearance at the Eastern 
States Exposition in Springfield, Massachusetts, an invitational honor which 
was a wonderful experience for our young musicians and their new band 
director, Steven Orlofsky. They were one of only two bands from Maine invited 
to participate in this northeast regional affair. The track team’s impressive 
showing which won places for two of its members on the State’s All-Star track 
team was likewise a memorable highlight. These harriers were a dedicated, 
highly disciplined, well-coached crew and withstood the toughest competition 
from around the state. 


Joining Mr. Orlofsky as a new instructor this year is Tim Farrar. Farrar 
returns to our industrial arts classroom after leaving in 1978 to obtain further 
education. He is teaching drafting, woodworking, residential construction and 
power technology. Orlofsky teaches band, chorus, music performance and 
appreciation. Both men represent a new commitment by Stevens to increased 
quality and scope in their individual areas. We’re proud of the results already 
evident in these two important disciplines. 


Phase II of our Stevens 400 Fund is in full swing and we expect to 
proceed this June with the Esther Wood Lecture Room inside the unfinished 
north end of our gym/cafeteria building. The new facility will permit us to bring 
class sections together for team teaching and guest lecturers and serve us and 
the community in a variety of important ways. 


A wall of brick which is to be a special feature of this room will contain 
the names of alumni, friends and parents representing the broad spectrum of 
those Stevens serves and who support our Academy. The “name bricks” to be 
used there are regular bricks which will have names deeply etched in their face. 
These are available for honoring and memorializing friends and loved ones for 
just $35.00. Those interested should contact our Development and Alumni 
Office at 374-2800. 


Once the lecture room is complete we will have freed up a space fora 
computer laboratory. This will permit us to meet the State’s computer literacy 
requirement for all students. The 400 Fund is also allowing us to improve our 
facilities for music, health care and storage. We invite your participation. 
Everyone’s most generous support is requested. 

As a private school we receive no state or federal funding for capital 
improvements. Our financial backing must therefore come from our own 
pockets. It is our combined individual obligations which maintain Stevens as 
one of Maine’s finest schools. We each have the choice and the power which 
most communities no longer offer their citizens. Let’s exercise those rights and 
see the 400 Fund go over its goal! Young people on our peninsula will benefit 
for generations to come.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


School opened in September with 168 students in grades kindergarten 
through eight. A new variation on this annual theme was the re-opening of the 
Open Door School, now named the Reach Road School. In addition to the new 
space, several new staff members have joined the Brooklin-Sedgwick Schools. 
Mrs. Linda Graceffa has taken the first grade position at the Sedgwick Primary 
School. Miss Sarah Lewis will be returning soon to her first grade position at 
the Reach Road School. Mr. Stephen Collier has recently been hired as second 
grade teacher. Ms. Diane Seavey has joined the junior high staff as math and 
science teacher for grades six, seven and eight. Ms. Diane Hurd has taken over 
the remedial reading position while Mrs. Brenda Monteith has been teaching 
kindergarten this year. Mrs. Marta Harrington is now our special education 
teacher and Miss Jennifer Schroth has filled the special education aide position. 
Mrs. Sally Aman has joined the staff as an educational aide for the Sedgwick 
schools. Ms. Margaret Nugent is teaching physical education classes on 
Fridays. Mrs. Adrienne Bassler is providing art education for all students. Mrs. 
Elaine Hewes has expanded the music program to include grade six. Mrs. Carol 
Pascal has joined us as guidance counselor. To assist in organizing volunteer 
help, Mrs. Ann Brayton has been hired as a coordinator to match school needs 
with volunteer skills. 

Work continues on all four buildings to keep them functional and in 
compliance with state codes. The construction of a fire escape at the junior high 
school is anticipated. A group of volunteer parents has started work on the 
construction of playground equipment at the Reach Road School. 

Long range planning for improvement continues. Staff members worked on 
an update and status report for the School Improvement Plan. Another group 
comprised of staff, board members and concemed citizens is working on 
implementing the gifted and talented program (The Bridge Program) as 
outlined in our plan submitted to the state last July. This plan will have aprogram 
in place for students in grades three through five this September. A support 
system whose primary responsibility would be the certification of teachers is 
being developed for the district. A curriculum review is currently in progress. 

I would like to express my appreciation to the staff, School Committee and 
many supportive community members who continue to improve the quality of 
education for students in Brooklin and Sedgwick.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The following is a summary of significant accounting policies employed 
in the preparation of these financial statements. 


A. 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds 
or account groups, each of which is considered a separate 
accounting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted 
for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that 
comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
expenditures, aS appropriate. Government resources are 
allcoated to and accounted for in individual funds based upon 
the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by 
which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
are grouped by type in the financial statements. The 
following fund types and account groups are used by the Town. 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that 
are not allocated for in this fund. From the fund are paid 
the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges, and the 
capital improvement costs that are not paid through other 
funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenues Funds are used to 
account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other 
than expendable trust) requiring separate accounting because 
of legal or regulatory provisions or administrative action. 
FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for the assets 
held in trust by the Town for others.

B. 


Account Groups (Fixed Assets) 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted 
for on a spending or "financial flow" measurement focus. This 
means that only current assets and current liabilities are 
generally included on their balance sheets. Their reported 
fund balance (net current assets) is considered a measure of 
"available spendable resources". Governmental fund operating 
statements present increases (revenues and other financing 
sources) and decreases (expenditures and other uses) in net 
current assets. Accordingly, they are said to present a 
summary of sources and uses of available spendable resources 
during a period. 


General fixed assets have been acquired for general 
governmental purposes and have been recorded as expenditures in 
the fund making the expenditure. These expenditures are 
required to be capitalized at historical cost in a General 
Fixed Asset Group of Accounts for accountability purposes. The 
Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets 
and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required 
by generally accepted accounting principles, is not included in 
this financial report. 


Basis of Accounting 


All Governmental Funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted 
for using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their 
revenues are recognized when they become measurable and 
available as net current assets. Revenues are recognized 
(recorded) in the accounting period in which they become 
susceptible to accrual, that is, when they become both 
measurable and available to finance expenditures of the current 
fiscal period. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 


accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability is 
incurred.

D. Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted for in 
budgetary funds are controlled by a formal integrated budgetary 
accounting system in accordance with various legal requirements 
which govern the Town's operations. The Town budget represents 
departmental appropriations as authorized by annual or special 
town meetings. The Town's general fund operating budget is 
adopted on a net budget basis as opposed to gross budgeting. 
Departmental revenues are not estimated. They are credited to 
the applicable department to supplement the net amount 
appropriated. The general purpose financial statements present 
financial operations on a gross revenue and expenditure basis. 
Supplemental schedules 1 and 2 present financial operations on 
a net budget basis. Historically, the Town has carried forward 
to the following year certain departmental unexpended balances 
to supplement appropriations of the subsequent year. These 
Carryovers are presented in supplemental schedule 2 and are 
shown aS unreserved - designated fund balance on the general 
fund balance sheet. 


NOTE 2 - PROPERTY TAXES 


The Town is permitted by the laws of the State of Maine to levy 
taxes up to 105% of its net budgeted expenditures for. the 
related fiscal period. The amount raised in excess of 100% is 
referred to as overlay, and amounted to $21,058.01 for the year 
ended December 31, 1987. 


Tax liens are placed on real property within twelve months 
following the tax commitment date if taxes are delinquent. The 
Town has the authority to foreclose on property eighteen months 
after the filing of the lien if tax liens and associated costs 
remained unpaid.
